THE SENATORS. 


It has been stated that Senator Dawes, 
of Massachusetts, has received a letter 
from the President relative to the diffi­ 
c u lty between the Republican Senators 
un,I the administration, iu which the 
President hail declared that he would 
heartily support the Senators in any cf. 
fort to secure a disruption of the Solid 
Saith aud a free ballot aud a fair count, 
but that he could not support tho dead­ 
lock to secure the election of Mr. Gor­ 
ham, editor of the Republican, who was 
contently assailing the administration; 
aud that as to Robertson, if the Republi­ 
can Senators decided that all the nomi­ 
nations ought to be withdrawn, he would 
withdraw them.

Rtenters there can Vie found more women 
of respectable connections and who have 
no occasion to steal, than those* who are 
beggarly poor and steal of necessity. 
Only a few days ago, Mary Ames, a resi­ 
dent of Third eveuue, in New York, a 
married woman of some means aud of 
excellent standing in society, went into 
a store to do some shopping, and when 
an opportunity, as she thought, presented 
itself, she tried to carry off two thimbles 
and a few hair-pins, the value of all being 
ouly twenty-eight cents! Now here is 
the question: Why should she risk the 
toombs for twenty-eight cents worth of 
thimbles 
and 
hairpins? 
She 
did 
not 
need 
them, 
and 
if 
she 
had 
needed 
them 
she 
was 
abundantly able to buy better ones than 
she attempted to steal. 
Psychologists 
should fiud this an interesting field for 
investigation. Undoubtedly the miud is 
in a disordered condition, otherwise 
person of means would not attempt 
steal trivial articles adieu they know that 
all tile chances an* against them. But it 
seems the persons who are largely en­ 
gaged in shop-liftmg prefer to steal at 
the risk of punishment than not. I here 
is a psychological bother about this, aud 
is well worth a chine examination and a 
thorough study.

May 3.—The Re­ 
publican Senators again held a protract­ 
ed caucus in two sessions,—two hours in 
the morning and three hours in tho after* 
noon. The result, brieily stated, is that 
the Republicans will to-morrow move to 
go into executive session to transact bus­ 
iness in the following order: 
1. To refer all nominations—for tho 
great bulk of tho Presideut’s nomina­ 
tions still lie on the Vice President’s ta­ 
ble. 
2. To consider tho Chinese treaties 
and the two other minor treaties. 
3. To act upon nominations w ith re­ 
spect to which no contest is made. 
It is believed that the policy of the Re­ 
publicans with regard to Robertson’s 
nomination is still undetermined. At the 
morning session of the caucus there was 
a very decided difference of opinion on 
the subject of contested nominations. 
One of the points raised was whether a 
contested nomination should be consid­ 
ered one as to which objections were 
made by two Senators or by one Senator 
from a State. 
In plain language, all that was sought 
to be determined was whether the Re­ 
publicans would agree to adopt a specific 
policy with regard to action upon tile 
nomination of Mr. Robertson, collector of 
the port of New York. But it was thought 
advisable to frame a rule that might 
cover others. All the various theories 
about rules of action, and the contested 
and uncontested nominations mean prac­ 
tically Robertson, and nothing more. 
There was considerable feeling manifest­ 
ed in the caucus at these fine spun theor­ 
ies. Que Senator said that they were at­ 
tempting to bind the Republican party 
with threads. Several are reported to 
have stated that they would submit no 
longer to the policy which had been pur­ 
sued, and that, if the Republicans as 
a 
caucus 
would 
not 
decide 
to go into executive 
session, 
they, 
as individuals, would feel compelled to 
vote with the Democrats to accomplish 
that purpose. There were some protests 
that Republicans ought not to defy a 
caucus, but the gentlemen who made 
these statements were not very resolute, 
and it is, perhaps, due to the positive 
staud which they took in the early cau­ 
cus that the conclusion of tile adjourned 
caucus was reached. One Senator is re­ 
ported to have said that he was not dis­ 
posed to support Gorham for secretary, 
in view of his assaults upon the admin­ 
istration.

Blair 
is 
reported 
as 
being 
anxious 
to 
have the 
contest continue, as it has done, until 
next December, if necessary. He took 
the position that any different course 
would be a surrender. 
But the majority of the Republicans 
favor immediate executive sessions. The 
only differences of opinion have been as 
to contested naminations, and as to the 
concessions which should be made to the 
principle of so called “Senatorial courte­ 
sy.” One Senator says that there is no 
nomination upon which a test-vote will 
not be taken at this session. It is now 
anticipated that the Senate will adjourn 
about June I, possibly earlier.

Around all large cities, and indeed 
near any place which offers a cheap 
route to market, potato culture is one 
of the most profitable employments; 
aud though much has been written 
about it, it is doubtful whether we j’et 
know what is the best Wray of going 
about it. 
Just now we have before us a state­ 
ment that our regular farm way of 
growing them is ail wrong, w’hich we 
very much doubt, though it might be a 
truth to say that we can do better. But 
then we are not sure the way proposed 
is better. We are told that to grow the 
(Kitato well we should haul the manure 
out in September and plow’ it in. In 
early spring plow again,and puton about 
three hundred pounds of unleached 
ashes, ground bones and guano. Then 
harrow and plant. This requires three 
plowings, beside the harrowings, and 
we much doubt whether the increase of 
the crop, if any, would be enough to 
cover the difference in cost over our 
present single plowing system. 
Here 
one can take a piece oi old sod, manure 
it well with stable manure, and plant 
the potatoes at the same plowing, and 
the best and healthiest crops follow. 
The ground is well harrowed after 
planting, and that is all—not half that 
proposed—while the crops are all that 
could be exjiectcd. The manure for 
this purpose is generally preferred to 
be not well rotted—strawy manure is 
the way farmers express it. Often it 
is so long that a boy follow’s the plow’ 
and rakes it in for the next furrow-slice 
to cover. 
Yet our essayist tells us that 
rough manure is the worst possible for 
! the potato, as one may suppose by the 
recommendation to use bone dust and 
j guano. 
It is probable that different climates 
will have much to do with what is best 
in potato culture; and this may be es­ 
pecially true as regards the kind of ma­ 
nure to use. As we have said, here in 
Pennsylvania we find no better potato 
fertilizer than half-rotten stable manure, 
while farther south they raise excellent 
potatoes by simply covering the pota­ 
toes by a deep mass of straw, without 
any other manure or earth covering; 
and It ma}’ be that farther north or 
west very well-decayed manure may be 
better still. 
To show how much climate has to do 
, with tho best system of potato culture, 
j we need only refer to the recommenda­ 
tion to plow potato ground in the fall of 
the year. Now’, in this part of the 
world, we find that the best results fol­ 
low w’hcn the potato is planted early; 
ami especially is this likely to be the 
case since the advent of the potato 
beetle, which is generally more de­ 
structive to the late than to the early 
crops. But in this part of the world a 
fall plowing means in most cases two 
weeks later in the spring, unless the 
land is very loose, and permits the 
plowed land to be as close as if there 
were no furrow slices made. In sod 
land, w’here the slices lie at an angle 
against each other, the fro^l penetrates 
to nearly double the depth it does in 
unplowed land; and these very spaces 
prevent tho warm spring sun's action, 
which in ordinary cases scion takes the 
frost out of tho ground. It is the ex­ 
perience of every farmer in this region, 
and especially in sod land, that fall 
plowing makes at least two weeks’ dif­ 
ference in Hie time at which it can be 
worked, and this is no mean item iii tin 
success of an early planting of the po 
tato crop. 
It seems then that in potato culture, 
equally applicable to all, the proper 
method of culture takes rank with the 
cpiestion of the proper variety of jiotato 
to plant; it is a local question, and one 
must lie guided in the selection by the 
peculiar circumstances of the ease.

years since a farmer, one of the class of 
w’hich we unfortunately have too many, 
had reached the jioint W’hero he had to 
move either his manure or his barn, and 
concluded to move the former. It was 
dry hot weather. It had been packed 
for years, and w’as broken up, hauled 
out, anc! throw’n upon the ground in 
large lumps, some of them as large as a 
peck measure. The land was a heavy 
clay and very dry. It was plowed 
while in this condition; and of course 
broke up in large hard lumps larger 
than the lumps of manure which they 
were supposed to cover. 
The land w’as 
sow’n with wheat, and the crop, of 
course, a failure. 
I have watched that 
piece of laud to this day, and it seems 
to me that the farmer might just as w ell 
have had his manure buried under the 
pyramids. I could if necessary men­ 
tion other instances w here I have seen 
very rich manure buried so deep that 
there was no visible effect even W’hen 
the land W’as well cultivated. 
There 
are some cases where I wrould plow 
under coarse manure, in fact I do so 
more or less every year, but never bur}’ 
it so deep but what the next season’s 
plowing will bring it all to the surface 
again. 
Upon some soils, remarkable results 
are produced by plowing under some 
very coarse manure or even straw. 
Some years since a merchant remarked 
to mc: “You farmers say that dry 
w’heat straw’ is worthless as a manure.1 
I replied that chemical analysis showed 
dry straw to contain but a very small 
amount of fertilizing matter. 
“Well,” 
he retorted, “three or four years since 
I put a stack of dry straw* in the fur­ 
rows of a 
field that I was having 
plowed; it did not hold out for the en­ 
tire piece, but the portion of it where. 
tile straw was put has produced very 
much larger crops than the remainder 
of the field, and is in very much better 
condition in all respects. 
Now how do 
you account for this if the straw’ has 
not acted as a fertilizer?” 
Fortunate­ 
ly I W’as well acquainted with that field: 
it w’as an exceedingly rich piece of 
land; a heavy black loam. with a sub­ 
soil of stiff clay almost as impervious 
to water as a stone jug. 
The loam was 
generally a bed of black mortar in the 
spring, and baked like bricks in the 
summer. Of course it had not been 
drained. 
I replied to him: “Your land 
was very rich, and the effect of that 
large amount of straw’ was simply me­ 
chanical. It loosened the soil, kept it 
from baking in summer, and. in snort, 
put the land in such a condition that 
the growing crops could draw’ their 
necessary supply of food from the 
abundance the land already contained. 
It made loose and line W’hat before was 
packed and hard.” He admitted that I 
was right. Now suppose I had con­ 
cluded from this experiment of his that 
dry wheat straw* was the thing for 
crops, aud had collected and plowed 
under a large coat of it upon some of 
my land, which is quite sandy w ith . a 
subsoil of'fine white plastering sand. 
The result instead of a benefit would 
have been ruin to my crops, from the 
fact that the soil is already loose and 
porous, and needs to he made more 
compact and solid, instead of the oppo­ 
site.—J. JI. Smith, in N. Y. Tribune.

owns a lar^e farm, prin­ 
cipally devoted to grow ing stodk. 
He 
very naturally, and as I believe correct­ 
ly, spreads nearly all the manure upon 
the gra*s land. But how’ does he do it? 
His hired men haul it out anti spread it 
at the rate of fifteen to twenty large 
loads nor acre. Much of it can baroi; 
be called spread; it is throw n off, alarg 
forkful, or nearly so, iii a place, and 
left in that position. The result is that 
there are many spots of say twelve 
inches square, anti often more than 
that, where no grass can posssibly 
grow’. 
Immediately around this minia­ 
ture heap there will be an extra growth 
of large coarse gras> or hay that is not 
agreeable to stock and not profitable to 
the owner. If there were but now and 
then such a spot, it would be a small 
matter; but w’hen there are hundreds of 
them upon each acre it is really a very 
serious matter to the farmer, w’ho is al­ 
most universally short of manure. 
It 
Blay be said in defense of this, that the 
manure is there and the land gets the 
benefit of it; and sooner or later the 
result will be seen in the crops. All 
this may be true to a certain extent; 
but we do not wish to wrait two or three 
years for what we might have this com­ 
ing season. 
Where labor is scarce and high, it is ^and 
possible that, all things considered, it

j such cases, unless I had plenty of it, 
would not put more than eight to ten 
j loads per acre, and then w ould be sure 
J that it is spread as evenly as possible; 
! it costs but little to have a man or boy 
| go over and spread evenly after the 
teams have left it. Where labor 
I plenty and reasonably cheap, I ^im 
satisfied that it would be a better pian 
to haul the manure out into a heap, 
and, if it is not composted, let it de­ 
cay and then work it over and have it 
sufficiently fine to handle with a shovol 
or our six-tincd forks. If treated in 
this manner, six to eight loads per 
acre, well and evenly spread, will give 
a much better result, and a more im­ 
mediate one, than the one above noted. 
Other, and some very good, farmers 
think it better to plow all manure un­ 
der, and my early reading upon this 
subject was, plow deep and plow your 
manure under; no matter if it is cov­ 
ered deep, the plants will find it. 
Near twenty years since, I was break­ 
ing up a piece of heavy turf. 
Upon a 
portion of it I put some very rich 
manure, and plowed it under not less 
than eight and perhaps nearly ten 
inches deep. The other part of the 
field had no manure. I ani watching 
yet for some result from the manure 
so deeply buried, but never expect to 
sec any. This little circumstance set 
me to thinking and experimenting, 
with results about as follows: 
I am perfectly satisfied tfiat by bury­ 
ing manure too deep it has not been 
w orth as much to me by many hundreds 
of dollars as it w ould have been if I had 
used it as I am now doing. In this I 
am by no means confined to my own 
experiments. I have seen the same 
teaching in many cases.

While many of the costumes are made 
in two pieces, skirt and corsage, there 
are others with most graceful or jaunty 
overskirts.

The following arti­ 
cles were read and unanimously approved 
by the meeting. The next meeting will 
be held on Saturday evening, May 14, for 
permanent organization.

are, first, to enable the farmers to better,

united effort, protect themselves 
against hostile legislation, resist

criminations, and rings within rings that 
are robbing the producers and shippers 
of the country in the interests of a few 
men.
